lief lists a large percentage of the per­ 
sons now receiving free food. 
It is

able-bodied men to secure their army 
rations. 
W hen a healthy looking man 
presents him self he is frequently con­ 
fronted by an offer of employment and 
if he refuses to take work he is denied 
relief. 
The women also must, prove beyond 
doubt that they are “in need of assist­ 
ance.” 
Tickets good for only a few 
days are furnished them and at the 
expiration of the privilege they must 
again demonstrate 
their destitution. 
Already there* is a big Increase in the 
daily output of supplies and the offi­ 
cials expect that by June I their labors 
will be practically ended. 
It is anti­ 
cipated that when the savings banks 
are opened for payments to small de­ 
positors there w ill be 
a further de­ 
crease of those who are now forced to 
beg sustenance from the stations.

In tho a ir of towns and crowded places 
not only does the microbe im purity In­ 
crease, but other Impurities, such as 
the r trod ii cts of combustion of coal, ac­ 
crue also.

traces of hydrogen and certain hydro­ 
carbons in the air, especially in pine. 
oak and birch for**sts. 
It is to those 
bodies, doubtless consist lug of tract** 
of essential oils, that th?* curative ef­ 
fects of certain health resorts are trac­ 
ed. 
Thus th?' locality of a fir forest is 
said to gh o relief iii diseases of the 
respiratory tracts. But these tract** of 
essential 
oils 
aud aromatic 
product 
must lie counted, strictly speaking, as 
Impurities, since they art* apparently 
not necessary constituents o f the air. 
Recent analysis has shown that those 
bodies tend to disappear in the air as 
a higher altitude is reached until they 
disappear altogether. 
It would seem. 
therefore, tim t microbes, hydrocarbons 
and entities other than oxygen aud 
nitrogen, and perhaps also argon, are 
only incidental to the neighborhood of 
human industry, animal life and damp 
vegetation.-—Chicago Chronicle.

T h e D i s p a t c h is in receipt o f the fol 
lowing letter from Mr. and Mrs. George 
Williamson, who recently went front 
Crow Wing county to make their eter­ 
nal fortune in tho great, much advertis­ 
ed Saskatchewan country. 
Everyone 
having the most remote intention of 
of leaving Northern Minnesota for the 
King’s dominion will do well to read 
and ponder over the letter which is giv­ 
en in full below: 
Battleford, Saskatchewan, May 5. 
E ditor Brainerd D ispatch: 
When we left the states we promised 
to write and tell tho folks what kind of 
a country it was here, and so we are go­ 
ing to do so. 
We arrived here the Kith 
day of April and there was not a room 
to be had and board for a child was $1.50 
a day and nothing very good at that. 
People by the hundreds are arriving 
hero every week and no hotel room to 
accommodate 
them. They are laying 
out doors and going back just as fast as 
they can sell their things off. 
Every­ 
thing is so high priced a poor man has 
no show whatever. 
Butter is not to be 
had at any price and eggs are 2b cents a 
dozen. Coffee is bb cents a pound and 
carrots 81.20 a bushel. 
Potatoes are 81 
a bushel. 
Bread is ten cents a loaf and 
oranges are five cents apiece. 
Flour is 
82.75 a hundred and poor at that. Oats 
are from 60 cents to HO cents a bushel 
and everything else is equally high. 
And such weather! 
It has cither 
rained or snowed every day since we 
came, except one, and after June they 
do not have any rain at all. 
It always 
freezes up about tho I Uh day of Oct. 
and now, the nth day of May all tho 
gullies and rivers are tilled with snow 
and ice and it is still snowing.
